Its passage over tb* city. 
They er- 


amlned some of the pieces and pro- 
nounced It to bave been a one-ponnder 
•bell from the Kearsarge, after which 
they returned without making any ex- 
planation. 


From the flagship it was learned that 


the crew was called to quarters at 5 
o'clock. 
The gun crews took their po- 


•itions, pointed the guns and went 
through the work of firing. A Norden- 
feldt-Maxim automatic gun. in the after 
fighting top, went off when the crank 
.•was turned. 


Immediately all waa excitement on 


Fbipboard, and the officers were making 
hurried inquiries. Thecrews in the top 
Declared that a shot had been fired, but 
that it bad struck in the water just short 
«f the wharves. 
The officers were 


thereupon dispatched to the shore In 
order to assure Bear Admiral Higgln- 
fion that such was the fact.

The Constitution and the Columbia 


very narrowly escaped a disastrous col- 
lision as they oiossed the line— a col 
llsion too, which might have wrecked 
one or both of the/yachts. The rivalry 
between Captain Bhodes of the Consti- 
tution and Captaln'Barr of- the Columbia 
is intense. As they were maneuvering 
for the weather gage, just before the 
start Barr got the windward position, 
with tho Constitution close nnder his 
lee. 
The>6teatn yacht Narada, which 


was acting as the committee boat, was 
anchored at tho weather end of the line. 
The Constitution luffed up sharp, leav- 
ing a very narrow passage between her- 
self and the Narada. Barr ran bis bow- 
aprit Into it, and balling the Constitu 
tion for room to, pass went Into it in 
what seemed tho most reckless manner. 
Although Captain Bhodes put bis helm 
up, it was some little time before she 
paid off. When she at last swung off 
the bowsprit of the Columbia was nearly 
grazing the side of the Narada. Cap- 
tain Barr, to escape a collision with the 
Constitution, pot Jiis helm up and gybed 
the Columbia, or else the end cf her 
main boom would! have struck the top- 
mast rigging of tho Constitution. He 
barely cleared her, and then, luffing up, 
overcame the boom again, and, close 
hauled once more on the starboard tack, 
tne Columbia shot ahead and to wind- 
ward, blanketing the Constitution and 
luffing out underlie stern of the Narada 
as she stood on .her course, 100 yards in 
the lead.

Court t* Inquiry Will Consfder 


the Schley Case 


COUET MARTUL IS BARBED 


As Far as Santiago !«' Concerned— 


Dewey Istkely to Preside—Schley's 
Proceeding; Simultaneously In Civil 


i Courts Considered a Shrewd Move 


Washington, July 28.—Secretary Long, 


in accordance with a request from Ad- 
miral Schley, has advised that officer 
that he will order a court of inquiry to 
examine into the entire matter of Ad- 
miral Schley's course in the Santiago 
naval campaign. 
Later the secretary 


announced that, owing to the extremely 
hot weather the court would not meet 
until September, and that he would turn 
over his reception room to the court 
The secretary said: 


"It is too hot BOW, and I do not believe 


It would be very comfortable for officers 
to sit In their heavy full dress uniforms 
during August 
I Issued on order some 


time ago dispensing with the wearing of 
full dress uniforms during a court-mar- 
tial, but this case will be so important 
that every form of official dignity will 
be observed, even to the guard of ma- 
rines at the door." 


Congress, in 1895, established the prin- 


ciple that no conrt-martial could be held 
two years after the occurrence under in- 
vestigation. This is known as the na- 
val statute of limitation, and, while it 
bars a court-martial relating to the San- 
tiago campaign, It does not bar the court 
of inquiry. 
In this case the court of 


inquiry would be effective only in es- 
tablishing records, and would not be pre- 
liminary to a court-martial. 


An important feature in the order di- 


recting the court is that specifying 
whether it shall state only the facts 
found, or shall also give an opinion 
based on the facts. 
Unless the order 


expressly requires the court to give their 
opinion they are confined to stating the 
facts found. It is considered quite prob- 
able, however, that in a case of this im- 
portance the order would direct the 
court to record its opinion as well as its 
conclusion of facts. 


Schley's proceedings simultaneously 


In the civil courts is considered a shrewd 
move. 
Whatever may prevent his ob- 


taining exoneration at the hands of his 
brother officers, It Is assumed that a 
civil jury would give him the benefit of 
all the technical doubts and award him 
damages on the mere strength of the 
violence of the terms used in denounc- 
ing him; so that he will be able to point 
to a "clean bill of health" from a tribunal 
free from professional Jealousies. 


Secretary Long yesterday received the 


letter from Admiral Schley, asking for 
a court of Inquiry. In his letter to the 
secretary, Admiral Schley does not 
specify any of the criticisms to which 
be takes exceptions, but a«ks, in view 
of the statements and innuendoes and 
abusive language contained in Maclay's 
history, which be says he does not.con- 
sider worthy of use in any college In tho 
country, that a court of inquiry .of the 
"entire matter" be held. He also asks 
that the court shall sit in Washington 
where his papers are stored. 


Secretary Long has replied to the let- 


ter, saying that "under the circum- 
stances" he heartily approves Admiral 
Sehley's course, and ihat the depart- 
ment will act favorably upon Admiral 
Schley's request 


It is stated that Admiral Dewey un- 


doubtedly will be at the head of the 
court of inquiry. 
It is not the inten- 


tion of Secretary Long to bave the court 
convened at once, but to wait until tho 
weather becomes cooler. 


There is much speculation as to the 


members of the court other than Ad- 
miral Dewey. Secretary Long himself 
gays there is no warrant for the an- 
nouncement of any particular name, as 
he still has the question under advise- 
ment 
He has been making Inquiries 


ns to the advisability of certain officers, 
and it is understood that some tcjle- 
grapbic inquiries have been made oC 
those absent from the city, to see if 
there is any reason why they should not 
serve. 


Seeking Maclay'a Removal

Its 
legislature has 
determined that its 


reventieg are equal to its expenses and 
has formally requested that the boon 
of free trade with the parent country 
be established. Governor 
Alien, of

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HOW "DEVIL DICK" HANDLED CANS 


OF NITROGLYCERIN.

"There were a good many reckless and 


daredevil chaps among those whose busi- 
ness it was to haul and handle ultra- 
glycerin hi the early days of that explo- 
aive age&t in the ail regions," said George 
Place, who was one of the first to work 
at tacking and canning nitroglycerin for 
Che welli under the Roberts patent, "bat 
there was a teamster named Dick War- 
ner who would dare and risk more with 
the terrible stuff than any other person 
thereabout 
He was known as 'Devil 


Dick,' and fc was a fit name for him. He 
had a chum named Dan Button, who was 
almost as reckless as Dick, and I have 
seen him and Dick play catch many a 
time with cans of glycerin they were un- 
loading, the dropping of one of which to 
the ground would have more than likely 
wiped out of existence every person 
around the well. 


"It got so that whenever Dick Warner 


had a load of nitroglycerin to unload at 
the well everybody else, escept Dan But- 
ton, took to the woods and staid there 
until the stuff was out of their cnstody. 
Once 'Devil Dick' held a great can of 
nitroglycerin above his head and let a 
drunken driller named Patterson throw 
ten stones at it from a distance of 30 
feet on a bet of (20 that he couldn't hit 
the can once out of the ten times. This 
was at Roan's camp, and the whole camp 
watched the insane proceeding from safe 
distances on the hUl. One of the stones 
bit Dick on the arm, not two inches be- 
low the can, and knocked it out of his 
hand. He caught the can, thongb, before 
it reached the ground or the throwing 
match would have ended there and then 
with the burial of euch bits of Dick and 
the driller as could be found, and they 
would have been exceedingly few and 
email. The driller came close to the caa 
several times during the trial, bat failed 
to hit it, and Dick won his bet 


"In those days the woods all through 


the oil regions were full of wild animals, 
and it wasn't an uncommon sight to see a 
bear or a Canada lynx or a catamount 
prowling round the camps or isolated oil 
villages. The lynx was frequently very 
aggressive and bold, and it was greatly 
feared by the drillers and others at the 
wells. More than once men had been 
attacked by lynxes, and James Corker, a 
pumper, was so badly hart in fighting off 
one that had jumped from a tree upon 
him as he was driving through a piece of 
woods that he died of his injuries. On* 
day "Devil Dick' was on his way to a well 
with a load of nitroglyoerin torpedoes, 
end he picked Dan Sutton tip on the 
way. On a stretch of the road through 
what was known as Conway's woods 
Dan discovered a big Canada lynx steal* 
ing along through the branches of the 
trees at one side of the road and keeping 
even with the wagon. H« called Dick's 
attention to the animal, and Dick said 
that it was watching for" a chance to at- 
tack themt bat declared that if it follow- 
ed them as far as Clay's opening he would 
get rid of the dangerous beast 


"Clay's opening was a gap in the woods' 


and a ravine 20 feet wide and as many 
deep. The lynx did follow the men as 
far as the opening, and Dick stopped his 
wagon. 


"The lynx crouched a few feet away 


from the edge of the nearest wall of the 
ravine, and before Scttoa surmised how 
Dick intended to get rid of the animal 
Dick grabbed np a can of nlrroglyceria 
and hurled it with all tis strength at the 
lynx, which was not over 20 feet away. 
The can struck the soft body of the lynx 
square in one side and knocked the ani- 
mal over on its back. The flesh and fur 
of the lynx did not offer resistant* to the 
can sufficient to ctnse concussion enough, 
to explode it, but the can rolled on the 
ground and slowly down a gradual de- 
cline that led from where the lynx lay to 
the edge of the .ravine wall. 


"Sutton, with all his recklessness in 


handling nitroglycerin, stood aghast at 
this deliberate risking of their lives by 
Dick, for he knew that the instant the 
can rolled into the ravine and struck the 
rocks below the terrible explosion that 
had been so luckily averted by Dick's 
good aim -at the lynx would follow.

WOE80F THE SOLDIER WHO "BUCKS" 


FOR HIS COMMISSION. 


Tke Hart 8t«dl« **»* «« *••« 


Matter-Evem Wltb Ttota Aecow

The fact that the quickest and really 


the surest way to obtain a commission as 
ao officer la the United States army IB to 
enlist aa a private and, aa the soldier* 
phruifc it, "buck" tot it by study and by 
general soldierly excellence baa come to 
b« pretty well known. The more inter- 
esting, the more distinguished and really 
the more advantageous way of becoming 
on officer ia to become one through West 
Point, but the ambitious youth has few 
chances of getting an appointment to the 
Military academy, and if he obtains it 
there are a great many chances of his not 
getting through the course. The percent- 
age of failures is large. 


On the other band, from a time sereral 


years befora the Spanish war the West 
Point graduating class has not beea large 
enough to fill all the vacancies in the 
grade of second lieutenant each year, and 
the law provides that the remaining va- 
cancies shall be filled, first, from enlisted 
men of the army found duly qualified, 
and, second, from candidates from ciril 
life. 


The enlisted man who applies for a 


commission must be under 30 years of 
age, 
unmarried, a citizen of the United 


States, physically sound, 5 feet 4 incbea 
tall, 120 pounds in weight, of good moral 
character before and after enlistment and 
mnet have served not less than two yeara 
In the army, regular or volunteer; he 
must be able to pass an examination be- 
fore a board of officers in the English 
language, In arithmetic, algebra (to in- 
clude equations in the first _ dsgree con- 
taining one unknown Quantity), the use 
of logarithms, the elements of plain ge- 
ometry, plain trigonometry and survey- 
ing, geography, the outlines of general 
history, the constitution of the United 
States and the element? of international 
law, 
army regulations .and drill regula- 


tions. 


But he mty be able to meet all these 


requirements and still be perfectly sure 
to fail. He can master the logarithms 
and possibly even the English language 
by bard study, but can be be diligent, re- 
spectful always to his officers, gentle- 
manly to his fellow soldiers and display 
in a private's uniform or a "nonconu's" 
stripes exactly the qualities that will con- 
vince the officers that he is worthy to be 
one of them? If he cannot, all his 
logarithms, all tus perfection in drill, all 
his familiarity with military history and 
the constitution of the United States are 
likely to avail him nothing. 


A case that is familiar to the writer Is 


an instrnetire oae. A young man who 
had graduated creditably from an excel- 
lent high school, who belonged to "nice 
people" and had ea uncle who was a 
prominent man ia affairs tried to get an 
appointment to West Point, but was 
beaten in a competitive examination. 
Preferring not to wait for another chanco 
at the West Point examination, he en- 
!ist«d as a private soldier in an infantry 
regiment of tbe regular army. He trust- 
ed much to the influence of bJ3 prominent 
uncle. 
He was unwise enongh to talk a good 


deal about his relatives, and thia "queer- 
ed" him from tbe start. When he got 
into the service, be was respectful to tbe 
officers, but he went ont of his way to 
get a chance to be in their company. 
This was mistake number two. Finally 
he had the bad taste or the iH luck to 
attend a party given by a girl in good5 
society who bad known Juta before he 
enlisted. 'At the party he met on pre- 
sumably equal social terms two or three 
officers of his regiment and went in for a 
good time with them. Tbis finished hi9 
case. He served three hard years in the 
regiment and never got his commission. 


Tbe "dou'ts" of the "commission buck- 


er" are well presented by a little manual 
*or the aspirant for a commission writ- 
ten by Lieutenant Ira L. Beeves, who 
lias himself risen from the ranks. Lieu- 
tenant Beeves ears: 
I When you Join your cotnpiny, BIT* very littlo 
to say. If you wera drawing a «lary of $380 per 
month before yea enBiteO, let tint be ft eecret 
between yourtdf and yonr former employer. Obey 
th» Uwful order* of your officers and nemcommis- 
ooaed officers cheerfully and Intelligently. Never 
comment OB them. Do not complain about tb* 
ration* I<et the eU •oldlers do that They know 
jnst when tnd how to growl, tod growling it • 
privilege conceded to them. 


Do not »ay anything tbout the fact ttat yon_ en- 


listed ta the hop* of eecuring a. commission. 
Once tha it knowa you will be viewed with • 
critical eye, and mountains will be made of mole- 
hllla After bavins been in the company for six 
or eliht months and having established » reputa- 
tion for integrity, faithfulness and soldierly quali- 
ties, mske ksown to your company commander 
your ambition. The otfabes are that he will 
make you ft noncommissioned ofScer. Good ma- 
terial for noncommissioned of8cers Js always 
scarce. By all means tuntr ask to be given the 
"stripes." If your crawaBdins officer ten fit fe> 
"make" you. he will do so. 


The difficulties of pleasing the officers* 


having been fully stated, it remains to be 
said that the officer, in ninety-nine cases 
out Of a hundred, will do nil he can to 
help a deserving young "commission 
backer." He will tell him what books to 
get and help him to get them and will fa- 
vor him in every fair way. The aspirant 
will have time to pursue the necessary 
studies. Then will cetne the examina- 
tion, which, if he'te a brave soldier, will 
not scare him. He will be required to 
have an average of not less than 05 per 
cent in any oae study, and a general aver- 
age of at least 70 per cent 


If the "commission buoker" struggles 


through his examinations successfully, he 
receives a certificate of eligibility for ap- 
pointmeDt to the grade of second lieu- 
tenant and will be known as a candidate 
for promotion. He will have tbe title 
••candidate" prefixed to bis name on tha 
rolls, returns, orders, etc., and will be en- 
titled to wear the "candidate's stripes" 
on tbe sleeves of his blouse. Those toe- 
•1st of a double stripe running the length 
of each cnff, pointed at the upper end, 
with a small button below the point On 
tbe uniform coat the stripes arc of gold 
braid, Tbe "backer" ceases to be a can- 
didate one year after bis examination, 
unless he is again recommended on com- 
petitive examination. 
His application 


for a commission is forwarded to the ad- 
jutant general. If he becomes ineligible 
by reason of age while he is a candidate, 
be is entitled to wear tho candidate's" 
stripes os long as he it in the service, if 
it be 20 years. But not much good do 
they do him now. His dream of a com- 
mission i« over.—New York Mail and Ex 
press. £S,A

of FraneJs A. Bagnall of St. Albans, 
Vt., who has been appointed to suc- 
ceed John C. Gray.
